State confiscates them. 
Thirteen per­ 
sons were arrested for hunting with­

license, one for trespass hunt­ 
ing and one for having a pheasant in 
possession. 
There is no *qn*n season 
whatever for pheasants in Missouri, 
that loixl being 
practically 
extinct 
here. 
The Game arid Fish
